W HEREAS an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament 
holden in the Second and Third Years of the Reign of His 
late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled “ An Act 
“ to amend the Representation of the People of Ireland,” and it is 
5 expedient to amend the Laws which regulate the Qualification of 
some of the Persons entitled to vote in the Election of Members to 
serve in Parliament for Ireland, and the Registration of all Persons so 
entitled to vote : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most
